Veterans Seek 
Homes in New 
Project Here 


A lthough the project has only 
been under way a short tim e, vet­ 
erans at the rate of six to ten 
a day are filing tentative ap­ 
plications for homes in the new 
Vista del Cielo tract in the south­ 
east section of town, W alter Z. 
Allen, secretary of the Sunny 
Dunes Development corporation, 
said W ednesday. 
All in all, 238 homes w ill be 
built in the section for veterans 
eligible under the GI bill. Forms 
for the applications have not yet 
been received from the govern­ 
m ent but veterans, interested in 
the project, have picked their 
plans and chosen th eir lots on 
tentative forms. 
A ny veteran, eligible under the 
GI bill can apply to Mr. A llen at 
315 N orth Palm Canyon drive, 
for inform ation on the project. 
The project, located south of 
Ram on road and in the vicinity 
of the airport, is being built by

So far, 60 local veterans have 
m ade tentative applications, pick­ 
ing out their style of house and 
the lot they w ant it on. 
The plans are so designed that 
there are four different types of 
homes available and these can 
be m ixed together to m ake a 
wide variety of homes available.

The lack of petty delinquencies 
among boys here is attributed to 
juvenile crime prevention by the 
Palm Springs Police departm ent 
and Frank Partridge, head of the 
popular Lions Boys’ club. 
RECORD SET HERE 
In trying to find out why, un­ 
like 
other 
communities, 
Palm 
Springs has not been sw ept by a 
juvenile crime wave, Chief of 
Police August K ettm an said he 
attributed that to the good in ter­ 
est of the policemen on the force. 
He added that w herever a boy 
presented a problem, some m eans 
of diverting the ’teen ager’s mind 
to healthful recreational activity 
was found. As a result, during the 
16 m onths K ettm ann has been 
chief of police here, no boy has 
been sent to Juvenile Hail for 
correction. 
“They boys around town are 
w atched pretty closely,” declared 
K ettm ann. “When one i- singled 
out as likely to cause trouble, 
an im m ediate conference is called 
with boy’s parents and police sit­ 
ting in.” 
DOG DOES IT 
To begin with, however, why 
the boy is acting the way he is, 
is ascertained. Usually the police 
will learn that some apparently 
insignificant thing is barring the 
boy’s path to good behavior. As 
an example, K ettm ann cited the 
case of the boy who, away from 
from playmates, w anted a dog to 
play w ith. His father denied this 
to him w ith the result th at the 
juvenile began to w ander aw ay 
from home.

Concrete and cem ent founda­ 
tions in w hich the giant steel 
tow ers of the San Jacinto W in­ 
ter Park Tram w ay will stand will 
be poured around October 1 of 
this year, according to Hom er 
Black, superintendent in charge 
of the w ork here, announced this 
w eek. 
Black also reported surveying 
crew s w orking under his direc­ 
tion have already m arked off the 
roadw ay running from the floor 
of the desert to the take-off point 
of the tram w ay cars at the head 
of Chino Canyon. 
M AP TRAM ROUTE 
In addition, one crew is now 
engaged in laying ou t the route 
of the tram w ay tow ers leading 
upw ard from Chino Canyon, and 
a crew now encam ped at Long 
I Valley, upper term inus of the 
j aerial carrier are w orking down 
i the side of the m ountain. 
Jim M aynard, officer on leave 
i from the Palm Springs Police 
¡ departm ent, 
led th e surveying 
! team to Iydllwild last W ednes- 
, day m orning and from there on 
| horseback to the Long Valley 
encam pm ent. 
Black said the w ork of the sur­ 
veyors w ould take at least 90 
d ay s before completed. He added 
th a t the steel towers, w hen fin­ 
ally erected, would be of varying 
heights. 
This is being done in 
ord er that the tram w ay cars will 
trav el at a steady upw ard climb. 
"In 
other 
words,” Black said, 
"one tow er for exam ple m ay be 
80 feel high and th e next tow er 
upw ard only 60 feet, depending 
on the height of each side. 
In 
this fashion the travel of the cars 
w ill follow a steady upw ard in­ 
clination instead of an abrupt 
one here and there along the 
route.” 
Once the 
elevation of 
each 
to w er site is computed, m aps of 
the terrain will come under the 
scrutiny of the A m erican Steel 
and W ire company. 
That com ­ 
p any will then decide on the 
height of each tow er and the 
thickness of the steel that will 
go into the construction of the 
supporting steel pillars. 
STUDY NEEDS 
B lack said that th e steel for 
these tow ers and even their pre­ 
fabrication 
m ay have to 
take 
place at som e eastern steel mill 
because th ere is no steel m ill on 
th e Pacific Coast th a t can m an­ 
ufacture the size m etal that may 
be needed. 
However, this deci­ 
sion will rest with the American 
Steel and W ire in its com puta­ 
tions 
of 
the 
required 
tonsil 
strength.

As their share of the $278,682,­ 
000,000 federal debt (December 
31, 1945), the people of the coun­ 
ty owe $275,895,180. 
They owe 
$360,000 of county debt; $665,108 
in city debt; $1,621,250 of school 
district indebtedness; and $939,­ 
889 of special and assessm ent dis­ 
trict bonds. 
In only two counties, A lpine 
and Mono, was no local govern­ 
m ent debt reported.

the political nod to R epresenta­ 
tives Charles Savage, H ugh De- 
Lacy and John Coffee. 
Here, in California, H iccasp’s 
political nod. as well as the nod 
from Sidney H illm an’s C.I.O. P ol­ 
itical Action Com m ittee turned 
out to be the “kiss of death” for 
Robert W. K enney, Ellis P a tte r­ 
son and Lucille W ebster G leason. 
And, if the strong political m inds, 
fanned by the California voters 
whose patriotism w asn’t for sale 
on last June 4, prevail, more can ­ 
didates endorsed by Hiccasp w ill 
experience th at “kiss of death 
on next N ovem ber 5. An an a l­ 
ysis of the prim ary vote, county 
by county, indicates th at Judge 
Goodwin K night, the candidate 
for L ieutenant G overnor w ill de­ 
feat Hiccasp’s Jam es Shelley; and 
that Fred Howser, the candidate 
for A ttorney G eneral w ill defeat 
Hiccasp’s Edm und Brown. 
STILL TO EE SEEN 
How the Hiccaspers w ill fare 
in the State of W ashington re ­ 
mains to be seen. 
The voters 
there, are as alert and patriotic 
as the voters in the other 47 states 
of the Union. They have the pic­ 
ture before th eir eyes of a series 
of defeats suffered by candidates 
endorsed by P.A.C. and the Inde­ 
pendent C itizens Com m ittee of 
the Arts, Sciences, and P rofes­ 
sions. It is logical to believe th at 
th at picture w ill im press them far 
more than the political capers of 
Jim m y Roosevelt, Olivia de H av­ 
iland, and Groucho Marx. 
On May 31, the Independent 


C itizens’ Comm ittee of the Arts, 
Sciences and Professions released 
a "R eport from W ashington”. In 
that report, reference is m ade to 
President 
T rum an’s 
fighting 
speech in the House of R epresen­ 
tatives at the time of the rail­ 
way strike. 
The follow ing is a 
quotation from the bulletin: "In 
the House as the President gave 
his speech on May 25, the atm os­ 
phere was electric w ith hysteria. 
One felt frightened and asham ed, 
as if one w ere attending a lynch­ 
ing.” 
T hat statem ent is propaganda 
in its raw est form. 
H ysteria, 
fright and sham e w ere not dis­ 
played “in the House.” W hat was 
displayed was a deep feeling of 
relief on the part of a large m a­ 
jority of law m akers th a t the pres­ 
ident could m eet a critical prob­ 
lem w ith courage. U nfortunately, 
that 
m om ent 
of courage 
was 
short-lived. The P resident’s veto 
of the Case bill, after his fighting 
speech is proof of th at. N um er­ 
ous reports on the reactions of 
the P resident's speech, however, 
have been published in the Con­ 
gressional Record. 
In none of 
them can be found one instance 
w hen hysteria, fright and sham e 
w ere apparent. 
OF INTEREST 
Also in th is same “R eport from 
W ashington”, 
the statem ent is 
made— "The House of R epresen­ 
tatives gave supporters of the 
T rum an anti-labor bill 
tw enty 
m inutes, and booed during tw en­ 
ty m inutes of opposition by a 
handful 
(including 
R epresenta­ 
tive de Lacy, M arcantonio, Sav­ 
age and G reen). No am endm ents 
w ere allowed. The vote w as 306­ 
13.” 
The voice of the A m erican peo­ 
ple w as expressed in th e vote of 
306. The voice of the leftw ingers 
was expressed in the vote of 13. 
Two of the voices in the latter 
group w ere those of Congress­ 
men de Lacy and Savage of the 
State of W ashington. These are 
the m en, plus John Coffee, who 
have the support of the H iccasp­ 
ers. The outcom e w ill be interest­ 
ing to observe. 


Radio Should Im p r o v e Itself 


It now appears that the radio broadcasting industry is 
going to put up a real fight against the efforts of the 
Federal Communications Commission to regulate the 
content and type of radio programs. 
The industry should resist dictation from the FCC. If 
the right of free speech—and that’s the issue 
can be 
interferred with in the press and so on down the line. 
At the same time, however, broadcasters should do 
something to improve the quality of their programs. 
For one thing, there can be little doubt that most radio 
listeners would prefer to be spared from 
singing com­ 
mercials. ’ Other changes that should make listening 
more pleasant would be the toning down or getting rid 
of some of the over-exuberant masters of ceremonies, 
shorter and less frequent commercial plugs, especially 
on brief programs; elim inating graphic descriptions of 
how badly one feels when suffering from “common ail­ 
ments,” in the advertising of pills and remedies; less 
“blood and thunder” in programs for youngsters, and so 


on. 
The public also has a responsibility in this connection. 
Citizens should not hesitate to voice their disapproval of 
objectionable radio features. Public failure to insist on 
better programs is responsible, in a degree, for the at­ 
tempt of the FCC to regulate these programs. 
The American broadcasting industry is a great insti­ 
tution. It has contributed much to the betterment of our 
standard of living. It has many more desirable features 
than undesirable ones. 
Its resistance to FCC dictation is to be applauded. But 
it w ill undoubtedly gain more public support in that re­ 
sistance if, at the same tim e, it makes every effort to 
improve itself. 


M r. Vinson's Task 


Fred M. Vinson may not be superstitious about the 
number “13”, but at the 13th Chief Justice of the United 
States Supreme Court he is stepping into a situation that 
Few men w ould desire to face. 
The open conflict between Justices Black and Jackson 
aas greatly damaged the prestige of the court and it is to 
je hoped that both, or at least one of them, will resign, 
t is difficult to see how the court can command the 
Nation’s respect in the future if both continue to hold 


heir present posts. 
Even if both should step down, however, Mr. Vinson 
yill still have his hands full. It is w ell known that fric- 
ion between other m em bers w ill require all his con- 
iliatory skill to keep under control.

t iI Rise to Remark

The President vetoed the Case 
Bill.—The message reached the 
House yesterday, the 11th, and 
an immediate vote was taken, 
w hether or not to override the 
veto. Under the Constitution, the 
vote must be taken by yeas and 
nays, and the question being ans­ 
w ered is: 
"W ill the House, on reconsider­ 
ation, pass the bill, the objections 
of the President to the contrary 
not withstanding?” 
The vote was 255 to pass the 
bill; 135 to support the veto, and 
41 absent or not voting. Since a 
two-thirds vote was required, 5 
of those who voted nay, would 
have had to vote aye, or fifteen 
m ore members would have had to 
be there and vote aye, to pass 
the bill. The veto was sustained. 
Of the California delegation, 
6 voted to pass the bill; 13 voted 
to sustain the veto, and 4 were 
absent. I voted to pass the bill. 
As I asked in a previous column, 
w hen the bill first w ent through 
the House, how would it hurt 
labor? 
. 
It would have created an in­ 
dependent 
Federal 
Mediation 
Board, to be appointed by the 
President. It would have author­ 
ized' this Board to try and secure 
peaceful settlements of all dis­ 
putes which would affect the gen­ 
eral public. It proposed media­ 
tion, conciliation, voluntary arbi­ 
tration. What is wrong with that? 
It would have required manage­ 
m ent and labor to refrain from 
violence, and it established a 60 
days "cooling off period” before 
a strike or a lockout. 
Such a 
plan is already in operation, suc­ 
cessfully, in Minnesota and else­ 
where. 
It set up a fact finding pro­ 
cedure, for disputes 
involving 
public ’ utilities. What is wrong 
w ith an attempt to have some 
reasonable 
protection 
against 
stopping services necessary to life 
and to safety? 
It would have authorized labor 
unions and employers to sue each 
other, 
in Federal Courts, for 
breaches of contracts. Both would 
have to assume equal responsi­ 
bility to live up to a signed agree­ 
m ent. What’s wrong w ith that? 
You and I have to live up to our 
agreements. I sat at a table once 
in San Francisco, with one of the 
most 
widely 
publicized 
labor 
leaders on the West Coast, and I 
heard him say that if he made 
a contract, and thought during 
the life of that contract that he 
could get more for his people, he 
would 
have 
no 
hesitancy 
in 
breaking the contract. 
I think 


that attitude destroys one feature 
of American life and business 
on which we have built the coun­ 
try. confidence in an agreement. 
It would have forbidden the 
"secondary boycott.” 
We don't 
like that in California already. 
Why should innocent bystanders 
be drawn into labor conflicts? 
The farmers know how disaster- 
ous it can be to them, when only 
jurisdictional questions are in­ 
volved. 
The bill would have penalized 
unions found guilty of obstruct­ 
ing commerce by robbery or ex­ 
tortion. Does honest labor object 
to that? It would have required 
joint labor-management respon­ 
sibility for the adm inistration of 
such funds as the health-and- 
welfare funds set up in recent 
coal agreements. The senate put 
that provision in the bill. 
The bill said foremen could 
join unions, but it would have 
left it to employers to recognize 
these as the bargaining agents 
for the foremen. This is part of 
the argument over w hether fore­ 
men are part of the employee 
group, or part of management. I 
do not think it is settled yet. This 
section however did not suggest 
the veto. 
The President asked for a sev­ 
ere bill to control unions and stop 
strikes. He proposed a tempor­ 
ary bill. The Congress gave him 
a much less severe bill, aimed at 
a more permanent program of 
maintaining peace between labor 
and management. The President 
vetoed that bill. Now where are 
we? The New York Times said 
the veto was “profoundly dis­ 
heartening.” 
Most papers here, 
some of them decidedly pro-la­ 
bor, have sounded the same note. 
Congress is waiting to see what 
the reaction of the people will be 
to the veto. The President’s em­ 
ergency bill is still in the Sen­ 
ate, waiting action.

Nearly Extinct 


Condor May Be 


Nesting Near Here 


"We are cooperating in the 
study of the nearly extinct Cali­ 
fornia condor which is one of the 
world’s largest flying birds, writes 
Forest 
Supervisor 
W’illiam 
A. 
Peterson of the San Bernardino 
National Forest. "We believe that 
if there are nay remnants of this 
bird in this forest, they most like­ 
ly would be nesting on the north 
face of San Jacinto mountain. 
Therefore, people within your 
area may see these birds. Their 
observations would be a valuable 
contribution to the study.” 
The National Audobon Society, 
the University of California and 
the U. S. Forest Service are co­ 
operating in an intensive study of 
the bird, its habits and distribu­ 
tion. The main facts to be re­ 
corded, if anyone should happen 
to see a condor, are the date and 
locality, number of birds, time of 
day and what bird was doing. 
The California condor is known 
as the California vulture by old- 
timers. It is one of the world's 
largest flying birds and occurs 
from Monterey and Tulare coun­ 
ties south to Orange county and 
possibly Lower California. Like 
its cousin, the turkey vulture, the 
condor feeds only upon carcasses 
and kills nothing. Adult condors 
have a wingspread of about nine 
feet and a weight of about 20 
pounds. Although mainly black, 
adults have an elongated triang­ 
ular white patch on the under 
side of the wings near the front 
edge, a narrow white bar on the 
upper wing surface, and a bare 
orange head and nock. 
Young 
birds have nearly biack heads, 
and the white areas are more or 
less obscure. The birds mature 
at about 5 years of age. 
Condors are best distinguished 
by their steady glider-like flight 
and their huge size. The feathers 
of the wing tips are well spread 
and curved upward in soaring 
Occasionally the wings are flap­ 
ped during maneuvering. 
Con­ 
dors roost in coniferous trees, in 
potholes, or upon cliff points and 
ledges. They drink and bathe in 
pools at the tops of waterfalls. 
Seldom do they soar before 8 a.m. 
or after 5 p.m. Often the birds 
sun, holding their wings out­ 
stretched for several minutes at 
a time. Groups of over 30 con­ 
dors have occasionally been ob­ 
served in recent years. 
The single ¡jale gray-green egg 
is laid in a cave or cleft of a cliff 
about 
March. 
Incubation 
re­ 
quires about six weeks, both par­ 
ents taking turns. About Septem­ 
ber the chick leaves the nest, but 
it cannot fly well for another 2 
months. 
Both parents continue 
to feed the chick until it can fly. 
Continued human disturbance in 
the area of the nest can easily 
cause its failure. 
There is a heavy penalty for 
harming a condor or its egg, but 
it is important that any bones or 
carcasses found be immediately 
reported so that they may be pre­ 
served and so that the cause of 
death may be determined. Any 
information relating to the habits 
and distribution of the condor at 
present or in the past should be 
sent to the Forest Supervisor, San 
Bernardino National Forest, at 
San Bernardino.

8 More Miles of 


Coachella Canal 


Bids for two additional sections 
of the Coachella Main Canal in 
southern 
California, 
totaling 
nearly eight miles, will be re­ 
ceived until 10 a.m., July 8, and 
opened at that time, at the office 
of the Bureau of Reclamation in 
Coachella. 
California, 
Regional 
Director E. A. Mortiz of the Bu­ 
reau’s Region III office at Boul­ 
der City, Nevada, said today. 
When contracts are awarded 
for 
these 
additional 
sections, 
about 123 miles, or more than 
80 per cent of the canal, will 
either have completed or under 
contract. Only 22 miles will re­ 
main to be contracted. 
Contract specifications for the 
3.1-mile and 4.7-mile sections of 
the 145-mile long Coachella Main 
Canal call for either concrete or 
asphaltic lining. The two specifi­ 
cations involve about 290,000 cu­ 
bic yards of excavation. The lin­ 
ing work will require either near­ 
ly 20,000 cubic yards of concrete, 
or about 195,00(1 square yards of 
asphalt and 920 cubic yards of 
structure concrete. 
Work under the two contracts 
will be near Indio and Coachella, 
north of the Saltón Sea, and con­ 
tractors will have 9 months to 
complete the jobs.

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Villagers Learn From Chaplain of 


Last Rites Conducted for Son, Shot 


Down in Warfare Over Enemy Terrain 


M r. and Mrs. H arold L ienau last w eek received a leller from Col. 
C larence S. Donnelly, U. S. A rm y chaplain, describing the lasl riles 
for fheir son. Sgf. H erbert H. Lienau, killed in action in Europe. 


It w as in response to a letter 
w ritten 
by 
Mrs. 
Lienau 
last 
m onth. 
T he letter, a copy of which was 
subm itted to The D esert Sun by 
Dr. J. R. M acartney, pastor of 
C om m unity church, follows: 
OFFICIATED AT RITES 
My dear Mrs. Lienau: 
T hank you for your gracious 
letter of 10 May 1946. It cam e 
in m y absence and for that re a ­ 
son you w ill understand my d ere­ 
liction in replying. 
R egarding your son, Sgt. H er­ 
bert H. Lienau, A.S.N. 39707962, 
I read the funeral service at his 
grave-side w here he was buried 
in P lo t C, Row 6, G rave No. 356, 
in th e U. S. M ilitary Cem etery at 
Hochfelden. 
You have my deepest sym pathy 
in the loss of so fine a son. His 
picture, w ith his pup, is before 
me as I w rite and I would like 
to keep this picture, w ith your 
perm ission. At the tim e I read 
the service I did not know the 
grade, or rank, nor his organiza­ 
tion, else I would have w ritten 
you. All I knew was that he was 
a m em ber of the Air Corps and 
that he, with five other A ir C orps 
casualties were buried the sam e 
day at Hochfelden. 
All six of 
them were listed on the data 
sheet of the Graves R egistration 
Com pany which buried th eir re ­ 
mains, as being of unknow n rank 
and organization unknow n. 
On 
that 
same 
day 
an 
“U nknow n 
A m erican" 
was 
buried in the 
same cem etery in Plot E, Row 18, 
G rave 646. He, likewise, w as of 
the A ir Corps. I read the service 
over his rem ains also. 
DETAILS AVAILABLE 
You asked if it was true th a t 
the statem ents on grave reg istra­ 
tion reports indicate exactly how 
the fallen man m et his death. 
Yes, th at was a strict req u ire­ 
m ent. You can w rite directly to 
the 
"Q uarterm aster 
G eneral’s 
Dept., W ar D epartm ent, W ash­ 
ington, 
D.C., 
A ttention: 
The 
G raves Registration Section", and 
they can give you the exact in ­ 
form ation if you so desire it. We 
alw ays tried to save bereaved 
ones the pain of just how th eir 


loved ones met death, but never­ 
theless, they all seem to w ant to 
know. 
You asked how it is that their 
sm all personal bglongings were 
not destroyed but w ere sent home 
to you. My experience was that 
m en going into battle always left 
such things behind when they 
joined action w ith the enemy. 
In fact, anything th at would iden­ 
tify a captured soldier was or­ 
dered left behind. 
All we were 
authorized to furnish the enemy 
in event of our capture was one’s 
rank, his serial num ber, and his 
nam e. 
The Q uarterm aster P er­ 
sonal Effects B ureau at Kansas 
City, Mo., sent to you your boy’s 
personal belongings. 
BITTER WEATHER 
The reason I conducted his fun­ 
eral was th at the C haplain of his 
organization was back a long 
w ays w here his A ir unit was 
based. His plane fell in the sec­ 
tion the Seventh A rm y was fight­ 
ing in and because his Chaplain 
was far aw ay I read the funeral 
service myself. At the tim e he 
fell 
I was stationed w ith the 
Seventh 
Arm y 
H eadquarters 
w hich then was bivouacked at 
Sarrebourg, 
in 
Lorraine, 
in 
F rance: and at Saverne, in Alsace, 
in France. The w eather was bit­ 
ter cold and, as I recall it, snow 
w as on the ground. 
We w ere 
fighting the fiercest of the G er­ 
m ans and this was only two days 
before the Battle of the Bulge 
began. 
On 1 Jan u ary 1945 we 
w ere forced to fall back some 50 
or 60 m iles to Luneyville, France. 
D uring th at tim e th e Cemetery 
we w ere using at Hochfelden and 
our other one some tw elve miles 
aw ay, over the hills, at Nieder- 
bronn, France, fell into the en­ 
emy hands. The G erm ans buried 
som e of our own dead at N ieder- 
bronn for us after w e fell back 
on a defensive position in order 
to protect G eneral P atto n ’s flanks 
w hile he wheeled north w ith his 
arm or to help the First Army 
w hich w as bearing the burden 
of th e Bulge battle.

LONG WAR SERVICE 
Incidentally, I am a Baptist, 
even as your son was.

years I was Pastor of O ak Hill 
(W. Va.) Baptist Church and for 
4 years pastor of Main Street 
B aptist Church, Petersburg, Va., 
the latter being my first pastor­ 
ate. I had 5 years and 10 days in 
the field in this World W ar II. 
Since m y return I have n o t been 
in the pastorate but h ave been 
kept quite busy with preaching 
all over the land and lecturing 
to schools, etc. 
F or six w eeks—January and 
February, 1944, I was a t Palm 
Springs at the Torney G eneral 
Hospital, in the El M irador Ho­ 
tel, 
recovering from bronchitis 
contacted in the army on the 
High D esert in Oregon in 1943 
m aneuvers.

FRESH GRIEF

grief to my own soul. G eneral 
A. M. Patch, Jr., my Com m and­ 
ing G eneral, w as a great C hrist­ 
ian gentlem an and sought to save 
life everyw here possible.

thing in caring for our m en and 
our hearts go out to those who 
m ade such costly sacrifices that

The 1946 Annual Report sub­ 
m itted to the State of California 
by Palm Springs high school re­ 
ports that the average daily a t­ 
tendance figure for the school 
year 1945-46 is 202. State enrol­ 
m ent for the year was reported 
as 310. 
The ADA figure reported for 
the school year just ended is the 
highest one on record for the lo­ 
cal secondary school, despite the 
fact that attendance dropped ap­ 
proxim ately 
40% 
during 
the 
month of December w hen student 
absences were recorded almost 
in epidemic proportions. 
This 
loss of attendance because of ill­ 
ness is recoverable by the school 
district under a new plan that 
went into effect during the past 
school year. The lost attendance, 
however, is not counted in the 
ADA reported to the State De­ 
partm ent.

started our new adventure. Nor 
did we tak e lunches today; we 
planned on returning for th e noon 
meal. 
SKIRT SAND DUNE 
Descending into the w ash that 
leads into the Rock Door, w e con­ 
tinued across to the spraw ling 
picturesque corral on th e flat­ 
tened area beyond. C orrals al­ 
ways interest me. W hether it's 
because of their apparent ease 
of construction, w ith poles more 
or less throw n together in a very 
colorful bu t sturdy fashion, or 
w hether it's due to their variety 
of shape, w ith no two alike, each 
with the individuality of a per­ 
son, I don’t know. 
We passed on by this corral 
and skirted the long orange sand 
dune th at 
extended from 
the 
mesa’s base out into the valley, 
going w as slow and tedious here, 
since we had to traverse over a 
dozen deep ravines th at had been 
dissected out of the desert floor 
by torrential rains. It w as with 
distinct relief that we eventually 
reached th e more level region

beyond, w here we 
could 
make 
better tim e. Not that we w ere in 
a hurry, for w e actually were out 
just to see w hat we could, and 
we certainly had no definite goal. 
A w hole series of deep short 
canyons broke up the outer edge 
of the mesa, all of them strangely 
enough, cutting back 
into 
the 
sandstone in an easterly direc­ 
tion. The first one we encoun­ 
tered and entered was disappoint­ 
ing, for it ended only a quarter 
of a mile back against the cliffs. 
Chico and I agreed th at even if 
we found nothing unusual, we at 
least would have had the exer­ 
cise, w hich 
w e 
both 
felt 
we 
needed. 
FOLLOW OLD ROAD 
As we approached the second 
canyon, Chico spotted a fairly 
w ell-travelled road a few yards 
below us. Jack had m entioned no 
such road; perhaps it had been 
constructed during the war. We 
later learned th at this assum p­ 
tion was correct. Chico jerked his 
head tow ard the paths, and I 
nodded agreem ent. Since the road 
was going in the general direc­ 
tion we had planned to take, we 
dctoured dow n to it and followed 
along its dusty route. T hat it had 
fallen into long disuse was indi­ 
cated by the num ber of young 
plants grow ing in the ruts. 
The road curved gently to the 
left, into the canyon, arched to 
the right, and suddenly stopped 
at w hat first looked like a dum p­ 
ing area. Here was a big pile of 
loose boulders, all of a peculiar 
greenish yellow tinge. On a heap 
of dirt rested an old rusty ore-car, 
about 4 feet across, 3 feet deep, 
and circular in outline, made of 
heavy iron. Four equally aged 
and rusty cables extended from 
its rim to a common center above, 
w here they w ere fastened through 
a loop beneath a revolving groov­ 
ed wheel. The groove on this 
wheel rested on a long cable, 
which had so blended in w ith the 
cliffs in the background that we 
had failed to see it even at such 
close range. 
EXPLORE OLD MINE 
This long cable, from which the 
ore-car was suspended a few feet 
off the ground, was composed of 
a 
central 
rope, 
around 
which 
were 
tightly 
w rapped 
several 
strands of quarter-inch steel wire, 
forming a very strong and d u r­ 
able line. However, its edges w ere 
frayed and w orn, through misuse 
and neglect. I for one would not 
trust it to bear my weight. The 
lower 
end 
of 
the cable 
was 
stretched several hundred yards 
back across th e ground and a n ­ 
chored firm ly in 
cem ent 
and 
m etal 
poles. 
The 
other 
end 
sloped up and out of sight onto 
the very edge of the m esa’s top, 
a good thousand feet straight up 
above us. 
A second sim ilar 
cable, 
but 
w ithout a car attached to it be­ 
low, stretched up parallel to the 
first and but ten feet from it. 
Later w e found that the ore-car 
for this cable w as at the top, at 
the m ine itself. Chico w as all for 
riding up in th e car if we could 
discover how th ey were operated. 
There w ere no engines or w ind­ 
lasses in view. How w ere th e cars 
taken up and down, then? And 
w hat w as the ore they had been 
mining? Somehow the greenish 
rock seem ed fam iliar to me, but 
I couldn’t quite rem em ber w here 
I had seen it before. 
Chico felt cheated out of his 
ride and thought we should hike 
up to the m ine that afternoon. I 
agreed and w e continued on our 
way tow ard th e next canyon be­ 
yond. Chico w as w alking ahead 
of me, hum m ing Grieg’s "Hall of 
the M ountain K ing,” w hen I sud­ 
denly heard an exotic sound. It 
was coming from beside me. I 
stood still and the noise was re­ 
peated, louder and clearer this 
time. Instantly I recognized it: a 
rattlesnake! 
RATTLE DOES IT 
There, but five feet aw ay, lay 
coiled a three ft. rattler. 
Its tail 
was vibrating rapidly, and its 
long black tongue was flicking in 
and out to sense me. I shouted 
to Chico, for he had w alked right 
by w ithout seeing it. Nor would 
I have detected its presence if it 
hadn’t rattled. 
It was the first rattlesnake that 
Chico had ever seen, and he was 
fascinated, not frightened or w or­ 
ried in any w ay, just curious. In 
color, this ra ttle r was a greenish 
hue. I had imagined th a t they 
would be m ore of an orange color 
to blend in w ith the sand; th at 
was not the case. Chico handed 
m e a stick and I began to poke 
it, to tu rn is over on its back. 
Instantly it w ould flop back and 
recoil slowly. N ever did it m ake 
any attem pt to strike either at 
me or at the offending stick. This 
lassitude m ight be explained by 
the fact th at th e snake probably 
had just em erged from hiberna­ 
tion. O r perhaps 
this 
species, 
called the P rairie Rattlesnake, is 
not as pugnacious as others. 
At my continued prodding, it 
finally resorted to flight, and zig­ 
zagged dow n th e slope and took 
refuge beneath a large boulder, 
rattling loudly the while. W hy 
didn’t we kill it, you ask? In this 
rem ote region, th e chances of it 
ever 
coming 
in 
contact 
w ith 
hum ans again, let alone biting 
someone, 
are practically negli­ 
gible. TTie Navahos never kill 
them ; w hy should we? A fter all, 
we w ere the intruders; th e ra t­ 
tler actually h ad more right to 
be there th an we. 
The 
third 
canyon 
revealed 
nothing new, and the fourth was 
just as disappointing. So w e de­ 
cided to turn back in order to 
reach the Post in time for lunch. 
LUCKY FOR HIM 
Ahead w e saw a young Navaho 
lad guiding a large flock of sheep 
across the flatlands. He w as about 
sixteen years of age, and carried 
a .22 rifle. W hat he found to 
shoot at out there, I have no 
idea. Once there were many jack- 
rabbits in the Valley, but they 
disappeared years ago, due to in­ 
roads of disease and over-hunt­ 
ing. 
As before, Chico was in the 


lead. Suddenly I heard another 
vigorous 
rattling 
dead 
ahead. 
There, coiled beneath a black­ 
brush clump, was another coiled 
rattler! Chico's foot-prints in the 
sand cam e w ithin six inches of 
the reptile! T hat the snake had 
had no inclination to strike was 
indeed fortunate for Chico. 
Anxious to see what the Nava­ 
ho would do, we called him over 
to see the snake. He looked on 
unconcernedly, grinning the time. 
I poked it w ith my stick and it 
turned and was engulfed in a ro­ 
dent burrow . As its still vibrating 
string of rattles disappeared down 
the hole, I turned to th e Indian 
lad, thinking he m ight w ant to 
prevent its escape. He was as 
stoical as ever. I shrugged my 
shoulders 
and 
we 
moved 
on. 
Chico w asn't the least bit un­ 
nerved by his narrow escape. In 
fact, he began plying me with 
serious 
questions 
about 
every 
phase of the rattler's life history. 
The snake now held a strange 
interest to him. 
Only a hundred yards beyond, 
Chico suddenly leaped to one side 
like a ballet dancer. 
“Another 
one,” he stated briefly, pointing 
to our third reptile beneath a 
concealing bush. This one only 
began rattling while we stood 
there. 
Chico's 
foot-prints 
this 
time w ere a good two feet from 
its coils. 
TO URANIUM MINE 
From there, clear on back to 
the Post, we kept a special look­ 
out for more. O ur vigilance was 
unrew arded; as far 
as 
snakes 
went, that is. Nearly home, we 
flushed a large lizard th at dashed 
off on its hind feet like a mini­ 
ature dinosaur. We gave chase 
and after much running about in 
the sand, managed to capture it. 
It proved to be a fine specimen of 
Leopard Lizard, dull gray brown 
in body color, w ith large round 
brown spots over the back and 
upper tail. Its overall length was 
a good tw o feet, half of which 
was tail. I carried it back for 
Jack to photograph. 
Back at the trading post, 
I 
cornered 
H arry 
Goulding 
and 
plied him w ith questions in re­ 
gard to the mine. Yes, it had 
been operated during the War, 
and by the Navaho Indians them ­ 
selves. Yes, you could climb up 
to it by getting up on the mesa 
from behind. W hat was the ore? 
Why, vanadium and uranium , of 
course! 
Chico and I could hardly finish 
our lunch, so anxious w ere we to 
get on top of Oljato M esa to see 
that uranium m ine at close range.
